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INTRODUCTION 

This  book  although  not  perfect  has  to  do  with  the  ancestry 
and  descendants  of  William  Edward  and  Betty  Smith  Nininger 
Burger.  After  years  of  research,  much  correspondence,  inter¬ 
viewing  many  individuals,  visiting  cemeteries,  court  house 
and  Library  records,  even  writing  to  Washington  D.  C.,  we 
have  been  able  to  trace  back  to  the  John  Burger  A.  1— near 
1700.  We  have  tried  to  be  impartial,  and  there  may  be- mis¬ 
takes  and  omissions.  If  so  it  was  unintentional.  We  had  to 
use  what  we  could  get  both  of  records  and  pictures,  hoping 
it  helps  to  enlighten  many  as  to  their  relations,  as  well  as  a 
matter  of  history  for  future  generations.

John  Burger  A.  1  is  said  to  have  moved  from  Penn,  to  Va.  In 
the  1700  some  time.  His  son  Samuel  Burger  B.  2.  was  born 
1803  and  died  Feb.  3,  1888.  His  wife  Nancy  was  born  1816,  and 
died  April  1889.  Samuel  and  Nancy  had  three  children,  Wil¬ 
liam  Edward,  Daniel  and  Mary.  William  Edward,  son  of 
Samuel  and  Nancy  Burger  was  born  in  Botetourt  County,  Va., 
March  8,  1S38  and  died  March  17,  1917.  On  May  12,  1867 
Wiliiam  married  Betty  Smith  Nininger  born  July  12,  1842. 
William  was  a  man  of  few  words,  honest,  hard  working  man 
who  seemingly  could  never  get  ahead  in  a  financial  way.  He 
was  a  soldier  in  the  southern  army  and  at  one  time  in  a  seven 
day  battle.  In  1877  they  moved  from  Va.  to  Kentucky,  about 
1879-80  moved  to  Darke  county,  Ohio,  where  Mr.  Burger  work¬ 
ed  around  on  farms  for  a  living.  Later  years  they  moved  to 
Montgomery  Co.,  Ohio,  worked  around  by  the  day  for  some 
time,  then  renting  a  farm  of  their  son  Robert,  near  West  Mil- 
ton,  Ohio.  In  1901  they  made  sale,  bought  property  in  West 
Milton  where  he  lived  until  his  death. 

Betty  his  wife,  a  very  sincere,  devout  Christian  woman  who 
went  through  life  amid  sickness  and  poverty,  yet  was  always 
pleasant  and  cheerful  and  an  excellant  housekeeper.  After 
her  husbands'  death  she  sold  their  property  and  made  her 
home  with  the  children.  Her  last  sickness  was  in  the  home  of 
her  son  Robert  at  South  Bend,  Jnd.  William  and  Betty  were 
laid  to  rest  in  the  Salem  Church  cemetery  northwest  of  Dayton, 
Ohio.

Her  grandparents  were  Samuel  Sr.  and  Lucinda  Philips. 
Samuel  iSr.  died  June  12,  1864  or  65,  Lucinda  died  July  15,  1864. 
They  are  said  to  have  come  from  the  Royal  family  of  England. 
Lucinda's  maiden  name  being  Humphery.  Lord  Humphery's 
daughter,  who  was  said  to  have  been  immencely  wealthy, 
But  by  her  marrying  out  of  the  royal  family,  was  disinherited. 
They  came  to  Roanoke  County  V a.  and  as  we  had  copied  from 
Courthouse  records  there,  and  also  his  will,  he  had  owned  376 
acres  of  land.  He  and  his  wife  were  buried  on  that  farm.  Eg¬ 
bert,  Linnie,  Laura  and  1  visited  that  farm  June  21,  1949,  in 
this  same  cemetery,  William  and  Betty  Burgers  oldest  child, 
Lewis  Hoff  was  buried.

He  then  left  Darke  Co.  Ohio  and  went  to  Montgomery 
Co.  where  he  rented  a  farm  until  1908,  wiien  he  made  sale. 
Went  to  Wabash  Co.  Ind.,  where  he  bought  a  small  farm  on 
the  banks  of  Eel  river  northeast  of  Roann.  Here  he  farmed, 
drove  a  school  bus  (with  horses)  also  run  a  cream  route.  Here 
he  lived  until  Libby  died.  He  then  moved  to  Roccnn,  continued 
his  cream  route  and  was  assistant  mail  carrier.  During  this 
time  his  father  and  mother  lived  with  him  and  helped  care  for 
the  children.  He  continued  to  live  in  Roccnn  until  April,  1912.
